The Monroe doctrine has stood the test of time for nearly a 


century 
It has protected our small dependencies from invasion 


time and again and has long been considered of vital importance 
to the welfare of the nation. While the Paris peace convention 
has been in star chamber session, ever since it was organized and 
this country has the most fragmentary knowledge of what has 
been done, enough has leaked out to assure us that the covenant 
adopted was drawn by Great Britain. It is easy to understand 
whv Britain ignored the Monroe doctrine, in this covenant but 
difficult to explain why our delegation, composed largely of Pres- 
-ident Wilson and Colonel House, should allow the vital question 


to be01f8^.se we are. assured by the president—and by ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, who has- become his echo—that the Monroe doctrine is 
strengthened through the formation of the Peace League. Wheth- 
er this is by verbal agreement or by some telepathic communica- 
tion is not stated, but common serAe suggests to every thought- 
ful mind that this covenant will live long after the men who made 
it have "passed on. The Monroe doctrine is of enough importance 
to the American people to demand written recognition 
For this 


a majority of the United Slates senate contend, and because o± 
this President Wilson has sailed away for France, on his second 
•mission with his heart full of bitterness, his mind 'badly disturbed-,. 
and his exchequer short five million dollars because the appropri- 
ation for expenses .went into the scrap heap, with a lot of unfin- 
ished legislation.

The president left the country m defiiant mood, and m doing 


so lost much of-the prestige which he'has long-en joyed. When 
he said to the senate, "Refuse to pass this army appropriation bill

not like the leader of a great nation.. And when hejissured his 
New York audience that he would tell the people across the water 
that-the American people were with him solidly, his lack oi 
knowledge, as to public sentiment was inexcusable. Washington 
has been hearing from home ever since Wilson departed, and the 
party leaders are so disturbed that a compromise will be arranged 
if possible.

The American people are an impulsive people and more or less 


emotional. When President Wilson landed in Boston, the other 
clay, the whole city-turned out to,' welcome 'him, and one hundred 
thousand admirers failed to gain! admission to the hair where he 
spoke. He had been the leading figure in the peace conference lor 
three months because he represented a great ideal which appealed 
to humanity everywhere. That France and England were not 
entirely in sympathy with him, has since developed.- 'They were 
too near the great battlefields to forget the carnage and devasta-' 
tion, and they naturally demanded retribution as one of the first 
requisites of permanent peace. 
' 
' '• 


So far as this country is concerned there has never been any 


cloubt about ^he endorsement of a peace treaty that would insure 
the world- against war for the next century at .least. This senti- 
ment is stronger today than ever before and.it is to "be regretted 
that President Wilson does not comprehend the situation. The 
opposition developed in the senate and throughout the country, is 
not against the principle involved, but against the methods em- 
ployed by 'thp president'to bring it about. The United States sen- 
site and the people simply ask for time to analyze the Paris cove- 
nant, prepared by Great Britain. They feel that American rights, 


safeguarded and protected, and so a majority, of the sen- 


ators, acting for the people,' have permitted the president to return 
to Paris without the endorsement he desired. 


\ This will not be much of a surprise to the convention there 


assembled, because in'spite of the rigid,censorship maintained, 
enough has leaked out to keep the foreign nations fairly well ad- 
vised as to American sentiment. 
This censorship, by the way, 


has been the cause of much of the trouble and but for it President 
Wilson would have saved himself much embarrassment and 
humiliation. The United States senate. should have been repre- 
sented 011 the American commission, and then with the censorship 
removed there would have been nothing to explain. It was too 
large a contract for any one man, as President'Wilson has discov- 
ered to his sorrow. Just, what the outcome "will .be is difficult to 
forecast. There will be time enough to arrange the details of a 
Peace League after peace is declared. This seems to be the senti- 
ment today in France and England. Delay is certainly making 
matters worse. With Bolshevism rampant and Germany defiant, 
it is high time that something radical was done. 
' 


In the meantime our own country is suffering from the cli- 


max of democratic inefficiency. With a president spending much 
of his time abroad, the sixty-third congress closed the most re- 
markable session ever held at the nation's capital. Remarkable 
because most of the important business was left for final, action 
until the last day in the afternoon, and so our army and navy^as 
well as our railroads, are left without funds for an indefinite 
period. Many of our soldier boys have been without pay, tor 
months and they are likely to be for'months to come. The presi- 
dent considers his presence at the peace conference ot vital im- 
portance. Perhaps it is. But, we have a vice-president and all 
the machinery of government ready for business at a moment s 
notice, and there is plenty of business waiting. Why then did the 
president refuse to call an extra session, and permit the new'con- 
gress to straighten out the tangle left by the last session? 


When he left the country the first time he said to congress, 


then in session: "I will be in constant touch-with you." Condi- 
tipnVhave not changed except iri political complexion, but, the 
sixty-fourth as well as the sixty-third congress is composed^! men 
elected to serve the people and the former, is entitled to the same 
degree of confidence as,the latter.. The business of the country is 
badly disturbed because of the neglect of our law-makers, and the 
party in power is:responsible.

of Peace. But he 'did not do so. He 
simply sold, "Beholfl the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the 
world." 
In the field of John's vision there 


was a black cloud of sin, out of -which 
wrath was falling on men the world 
over. He saw men enslaved by sin. 
He saw that they were to die eter- 
nally oa account of sin, and In Jesus 
he saw the world's Savior. 


It seems strange that the greatest 


curse on man should be given a name 
containing only three letters; yet the 
greatest Idea that man can entertain, 
ns a name, contains only three let- 
ters—God. It may be fanciful, but 
there Is possibly a suggestion that 
these two wordsr so short, should al- 
ways be cffcsidered together.
